It is reported from New York that Justice 
Nelson of the United States Supreme Court 
will soon resign. 

Ebenezer Lane, one of the founders of the 
Lane Theological Seminary, died at Oxford, 
Ohio, on the 10th inst., at the age of 77. 

Count de Montalembert, the leader of the 
Liberal Catholics, in France, is dead. 

The Emperor Alexander, of Russia, has 
conferred upon Adelina Patti the medal of 
merit—making her first singer of that court. 

Rev. Dr. R. E. Pattison, formerly Presi- 
dent of Waterville College, has resigned the 
position of Professor of Theology in Shurtleff 
College, Illinois, which he has lately been oc- 
cupying. 

General Henry K. Oliver of Salem, Mass., 
will deliver the oration before the Phi Beta 
Kappa society, at the next commencement, at 
Dartmouth College. 





Tan Incrgask OF OUR Cotton Propvc- 
TION.—This is indicated quite clearly by the 
New York market reports of last week. The 
dispatches from that city eay: **The export 
clearances from the port showed an improve- 
ment, while from the Southern cotton ports 
the clearances were nearly double what they 
were the same week last March. The whole 
cotton shipments to foreign markets, includ- 
ing 13.574 bales from New York, amounted 
to 70,735 bales, against 32,263 for the second 
week in March, 1869. The receipts were 
66,726 against 56,033 bales, and the stock 
left on band is still 553,894 against 401,842 
bales, with 650,000 to 700,000 bales of the 
crop still to come to market. Thus far the 
receipts are 2,258,000 bales. The price at 
the close of the week was somewhat steadier, 
owing to the reduotion in gold, though ex- 
porters have still to submit to a very low 
exchauge. 





Man's Ricuts,—A portion of the Bene- 
dicts of New York appear disposed to claim 
that they ought to have some ‘‘rights,” as well 
as their better halves. A bill has been intro- 
duced in the Assembly defining the rights of 
married men. It provides that a husband 
having children by his wife shall have an es- 
tate for life in property left by her. He shall 
not be liable for debts contracted by her with- 
out his consent, except for the support of 
herself and children. He may sell his real 
estate without the consent of his wife, and at 
his death the wife shall be entitled only to 
dower in his real estate. 





Toe Drawina ToGeTner or THs Na- 
tT10oN8s.—The West India and Panama Tele- 
graph Company has just been fully organized in 
London. It proposes to start from the south 
coast of Cuba, run thence to Kingston, Jamai- 
ca, whence one line will be run to Aspinwall, 
another by San Domingo and Porto Rico to 
St. Thomas, thence by Guadaloupe, Martin- 
ique, to Bayo and Trinidad to the coast of 
British Guiana, thence to Surinam, where it 
is expected to connect with a coast line 
through Brazil to Buenos Ayres, thence across 
the continent to Valparaiso and the southwest- 
ern coast of the continent to Panama. 





Ortum Raistnc iN Varrmont.—It is 
stated, (we know not upon what authority) 
that Mr. C. Wilson of Monkton, Addison 
County, Vt., sowed in the spring of 1868, six 
and a quarter acres with opium poppy seed. 
The yield from the juice of the poppy heads 
or capsules was 640 pounds, which, when 
dried, became marketable opium. For this 
the grower obtained prices varying from $8 
to $10 the pound from druggists and physi- 
cians in New England. The opium furnished 
6.25 per cent. of morphia. 





Wooten MANUFACTURERS WANT THE 
TarirrF Repucep.—A memorial signed by 
thirty-three corporations and twelve individ- 
uals, comprising nearly all the woolen manu- 
facturers of the country, and representing 
over $15,000,000 capital, has been presented 
to the committees on ways and means and 
finance, strongly endorsing the Wells report, 
and praying for a reduction in the tariff on 
fine wools to the rate on caipet grades. 





Boston Curse oF Porice.—On Monday 
last, the Mayor nominated to the Board of Al- 
derman, Mr. Edward H. Savage, as Chief of 
Police, in place of Mr. Kurtz, resigned. Mr. 
8. was deputy under Mr. K. The nomination 
was first confirmed, and then the action 
was reconsidered, and the matter referred to 
the Committee on Police.

THD Loss oF Tit ONEIDA. 


The folloWing are extracts from a private letter 
surgeon Stoddard of the Oneida. We left 
okahbama at 5 P. M., on the 24th, and at6.45 were 
run into by the Bombay, on the starboard quarter, 
the whole of which was carried away. She struck 
us full with her sharp iron stem, and cut every- 
thing off as with a chisél. 


The wheel steering gear, spinker boom, and 
gaff and cabin were all carried away, and in 
fifteen minutes she sunk in fourteen fathoms of 
water, and out of a personnel of 25 officers and 150 
men, 9 officers and 54 men are left to tell the tale. 
The ward room dinner was just finishing at the 
time of the collission. It seemed to me as if the

We all rushed on deck, and immediately every- 
thing was in the greatest confusion. As I stepped 
over the hatch combing, I saw a large steamer 
just leaving us. She was hailed by our executive 
officer and requested to sta: by us, but as far as I 
could judge they steamed away as fast as they 
could go. I walked aft on the quarter deck and 
aw that everything was smashed to pieces. I then 


looked over the quarter and saw the extent of the 
damage. 

I believed then that the ship would go down in 
two minutes, and rapidly concluded that every one 
must look out for himself. As I realized the posi- 
tion I noticed that the wardroom doat, which hung 
at the port quarter, was manned by 12-or 14 men. 
I jumped on the rail and asked if an officer was in 
the bot. The men said “no,” and seeing who I 
was, they said, “jump in, Doctor” and securing 
hold of me, two or three of them drazged me into 
the boat. I at once took charge, Ordering & man 
ut each fall to lower when ordered, having first 
cut all the fastenings with knives. We staid there 
antil within three or four minutes of the ship's 
going down. ° ad = bd 


The feeling against the captain of the Bombay 
for not stopping, is intense, and if the court at- 
tempts to whitewash him, violence may be attempt- 
ed. No vessel that has ever been in the eastern 
waters was 80 popular as the Oneida. Even the 
English officers say they would rather the misfor- 
tune would have happened te one of their own 
vessels. Of twelve officers eating dinner at the 
time of the collission, I am the only one left. 

Captain Eyre of the Bombay, in his official 
report of the disaster, tries to make it out that 
the Oneida was in fault for the collision, and 
was running nearly double his own speed, but 
he fails to clear himself of inhumanity in not 
stopping to rescue the drowning men. It now 
appears from his own account that he was 
aware of tho accident and failed to stop his 
vessel on account of a mistaken belief that no 


damage bad been done. The question then 
arises, if he knew that he had been in collision, 
why did he not respond to the guns of the 
sinking Oneida? All his pretences of expla- 
nation were exploded by the reported evidence 
of a British officer, Lieutenant Clemens of H. 
B. M. ship Ocean, who swore as follows : “‘Upon 
the arrival of the Bombay I went on board for 
our locked mail, and in conversation with Cap- 
tain Arthur Wellesley Eyre he said, ‘I have to- 
night cut the whole quarter off a d—d Yankee 
frigate, and I served her bloody well right, 
for I met her as I came up running out with 
her helm a-starboard.’ Either the doctor in 
the presence of the captain, or captain Eyre 
in the presence of the doctor, said her sides 
were so badly stove as she drifted past us one 
could see into the officers cabin.” 

Before the naval court of inquiry at Yoko- 
homa, Mr. DeLong, the American Minister, 
demanded that justice should be done, and an- 
nounced his intention, when these proceedings 
were ended, to prosecute Eyre in her Majesty's 
courts on any charge that the evidence would 
show, even to the most heinous charge of mur- 
der! He asked for the arrest of Eyre, and 
said he would prefer a written charge against 
him. 

The following is an extract from a private 
letter, written by a distinguished lady former- 
ly a resident of New York. It contains some 
particulars of the calamity not heretofore 
given: 

_ The details are something terrible, as no 
lives need have been lost if the Bombay had 
waited to see what havoc she had done. The 
Captain, a relative of Governor Eyre of Jamai- 
ea, 1s now on trial here, and the question has 
unfortunately been made a national one, the 
Americans and Russians denouncing Captain 
Eyre as a deliberate, wholesale murderer. It 
was just at the entrance of the bay that the 
collision happened, and the night was calm 
and starlight. The part of the Oneida where 
the rockets and blue lights were kept was car- 
ried away, as well as one of the boats. So 
they had nothing to do but to fire minute guns, 
which were heard here, even to that last smoth- 
ered one just as the vessel sank! ‘These the 
Bombay people profess not to have heard, and 
on reaching Yokohoma they said nothing about 
the collision. The first thing that was known 
of it was from one of the three surviving offi- 
cers who managed to reach the shore, who fell 
in with some Japanese, who gave him clothes 
and food, and who then walked back ten miles 
to the settlement. 

Since writing the above, we have intelligence 
that Capt. Eyre of the Bombay has been mild- 
ly punished by a suspension of six months from 
his command. 








DESTRUCTIVE FIRES. 
In this city, on Tuesday evening last, several 
fires.occurred, the only one where considera- 
ble loss occurred, being on Summer Street, in 
the basement of the new granite building, No. 
119, occupied by Wm. A. Presby, dealer in 
woolen goods and hoop skirts. The loss is 
estimated at from $50,000 to $60,000, 
At Danvers, Mass., on the 11th inst., the 
shoe factory of Joseph H. Rice and J. M. 
Sawyer, and a barn owned by Samuel Spauld- 
ing and occupied by Fiske & Co., grocers, 
were destroyed on Friday night, and the stitch- 
ing shop of Keith & Hall was badly damaged. 
The loss is about $10,000, and seventy-five 
hands are thrown out of employment. 
The stock house connected with the paper 
works of Messrs. Rodney, Wallace & Co., at 
West Fitchburg, Mass., was destroyed by fire 
on the 8th. The loss will reach $15,000; in- 
surance $5500. 
Messrs. Caldwell and Miller’s tub and pail 
factory in Leominster, Mass., was entirely 
consumed by fire on Monday night of last 
week. Loss heavy, with small insurance. 
The fire is attributed to incendiaries. 
At Calais, Maine, on the 12th inst., a fire 
destroved a building occupied by Gillis & Gal- 
lagher, furniture dealers, and one or two ad- 
joining buildings. Loss about $8000, 
ance $3000. 
The Brandon House, at Brandon, Vermont, 
was nearly destroyed by fire on the morning 
of the 8th. Loss about $10,000; insured. 
The loss by the burning of the Danbury, 
Conn., shirt factory last week is about $55,- 
000 on the stock, on which there was an insur- 
ance of $46,000. Upwards of 130 sewing ma- 
chines were in the building, all of which were 
ruined. The establishment will be rebuilt. 
At Utica, N. Y., on the 14th, the old North- 
ern Hotel, corner of John and Main streets, 
was burned Saturday night. Loss $10,000; 
partially insured. 
In Otisville, N. Y., on the 8th inst. James 
Taylor’s two factories and dwelling house 
were burned, with a loss of from $30,000 to 
$40,000. Insurance small. The factories 
were ivi the knitting of jackets, shirts, draw- 
er’s, &. 
The Eagle Print Works, in New York city, 
owned by Mr. Manley, were destroyed on the 
10th. Loss $200,000. Insured—not stated 
to what amount.

The World Abroad. 


CABLE DISPATCHES. 
Great Britain. 


Lowpon, March 9. The Times attributes the 

decline of American commerce to the want of 

ships and cheap freights, caused by the re- 

usal to purchase ships abroad or to import ma- 
terials at a low price. 

Lonpon, March 10. The Times suggests that 
for an experiment the Atlantic cable tolls be re- 
duced for one mouth to five shillings for ten words. 
Preparations have begun for an International ex- 
hibition and fair at London. The Emperor of 
Russia and the Baroness Rothschild will be the 
leading contributors. In the House of Commons 
the debate on the Irish land hill was resumed. 
Mr. Patien, the member for North Lancashire, 
(conservative,) criticised the bill severely, but 
said he would support it. Gathorne Hardy de- 
fended the Irish landlords, confessing that he was 
one of them. He dissected the bill, showing 
wherein it was inudequa’e and unjust. 

Lonpon, March ll. Toe Iriso land bill was 
passed to a second reading in the House ot Com- 
mons, 442 to Ll.

Lonpon, March 13. The cabinet decided on a 
measure to be submitted to Parliament for the en- 
forcement of law in Ireland. The Lord Lieuten- 
ant of Ireland is to have. power to proclaim dis- 
tricts where unusual trouble exists. Extraordi- 
nary powers of arrest and detention are granted 
tO magistrates, 

Dvusitn, March 14. A_ pastoral letter from 
Cardinal Cullen, denunciatory of secret societies 
(especially the Fenian) was read in all the Roman 
Catholic chapels yesterday. 


France. 

Panis, March 9. The police no longer permit 
the friends of Rochefort to visit him at the prison. 

Pazis, March 11. M. Louis Noir, brother ot 
Victor Noir who was killed by Prince Napoleon 
Bonaparte complains that he has not been per- 
mitted to know anything of the accusation against 
the Prince; that neither le nor any of his friends 
have been cited to appear a8 witnesses in the case, 
and that the prosccution seems to be against his 
dead brother and not against the Priace. 

Paris, March 13. Count De Montalembert, 
chief of the Liberal Cathclic party, is dead. 

Count Darn, the minister of foreign affairs, will 
issue a manifesto explaining the policy of France 
toward the Ecumenical Council. He has not de- 
manded that France shall have a representative in 
the Council because of the proposed introduction 
of the dogma of infallibility, but on account of 
the —— of the Schema, which seems to 
touch the question of Church and State. The 
official journals say there is no intention of with- 
drawing the French troops from Rome. They 
are there to defend territorial rights, and not the 
religious claims of the Holy See. 

Spain. 

Maprip, March 10. The Epoca says that Don 
Espartero, Duke of Vittoria, is expected at Mad- 
rid, and intimates that he will be put forward as a 
candidate for royalty. 

Lonpon, March 12. A dispatch from Madrid 
received here this evening, states that a duel took 
place to-day near that city between the Dake de 
Mvntpensier and the Count Henri de Bourbon, in 
which the latter was mortally wounded and died 
this evening. The affair is suid to have grown out 
of political difference mm reference to the Spanish 
throne. The greatest excitement prevails at Mad- 
rid in consequence of this sad affair. lt is said 
thatthe Duke de Montpensier has surrendered 
himseif to Admiral Topete, who will consult with 
the ministry as to what action shall be taken iu 
the matter. The quarrel was caused by harsh let- 
ters agaiost the Duke, which the Prince had writ 
ten. Henri de buurbon is brother of the Prince 
de Assis, Consort of Ex Queen Isabclia, ana 
cousin of the Duchess of Montpeusier. 

Mapkip, March 13. The duel between the 
Duke de Montpensier and Prince Henri de Bour 
bun was caused by letters written by tbe latter, 
branding Montpeusier as a Jesuit conspirator, and 
calling him & Dioated French pastry couk. When 
toe duke had fired twice, the seconds endeavureu 
ty effect a recouciliatiun, but the prince was furi 
ous and refused ail coffers. It is rumored that 
French intrigue is at the bottom of the affair. 


General Items. 

Lonpon, March ll. The Times gives the fol- 
lowing trom Kuome. 

“On Monday « Schema on infallibility was dis- 
tributed to the members of the council. I as- 
serts that the cabinet pussesses supreme and com- 
plete primacy, and that the principalicy over the 
universal Church Was received witu a plenitude ot 
power from the Lord himself by St. Peter, of whom 
the Ponulf is the successor, All questions vt 
taith must be determined under that power, else 
the words of the Lurd to Peter would be disre- 
gardcd. Consequently, we inculcate, with the 
concurrence of the couucil, and define asa dogma 
of taith, that the Roman Pouuff, oi whom it was 
saidin the person of Peter by Christ, ‘l have 
prayed four ail,’ cannot err when acting as supreme 
teacher Of ajl Curictians. The Schema defines 
what the church must bold jn faith snd morais, 
and that the prerogative of Papal infallibility ex- 
tends over the same matters to which the infalli- 
bility of the charch is applicable. If any should 
dare, which God forbid, to controvert the present 
definition, let him know that he departs from the 
true faith.” 

Lonpon, March 12. The authorized journals of 
the Roman Catholic Church assert that all of the 
Ecumenical Council, with the exception of twenty 
of its members, agree to the proclamation of the 
dogma of infallinility. 

Paxis, March 14. A Rome despatch of to-day 
states 610 votes are now sure for the Papal infalli- 
bility dogma in the Ecumenical Council. 

















FROM THE PACIFIC COABT. 


San Francisco, March 9. The excitement over 
the recent gold discoveries near San Diego was 
caused by the receipt of half aton of rock from 
the mines of that district, which are about 15 
miles in extent. The quartz lode is wonderfully 
ricb, and capitalists are sending men there to 
locate claims. 

BrRownsVILLe. Texas, March 14 General 
Regaler has defeated Governor De Cadena, the 
commander of the insurgents [Mexican] with 
great loss, and taken a thousand prisoners. Cadena 
is hemmed in, and will be compelled to surrender. 





COBAN AFFAIBS. 


New York, March 9. The Havana journals 
contain accounts of the dispersion and killing of 
two hundred insurgents belonging to the band of 
Maximo Gomez, near Bayamo. 

Havana, March 11. It is reported that the rebel 
General Reloff bas been driven from the jurisdic- 
tion of Villa Clara, and is now in the vicinity of 
Remedios. During his retreat the rebel general 
lost his correspondence, which discloses the fact 
that the insurgent Generals Hartoda, Del Valle 
Salom, Hernandez and others are forming clubs of 
independence hostile to ali the projects of annex- 
ation to the United States. 

New York, March 12. An Havana letter states 
that the report of the resignation of General Jor- 
dan as commander-in-chiet of the Cuban army is 
untrue. The summary execution of Cubans by 
the Spanish authorities continues wherever the 
Spaniards have a foothold. 

Havana, March 14. General Jordan lately sent 
600 of the Camaguey insurgents towards the Cinco 
Villas district, but when near Remedios, they 
were met by.the Spaniards, and 27 of their num- 
ber kiiled and their advance checked. General 
Jordan’s headquarters are now at Baneo. The ia- 
surgents lately attacked Fort Charcas, but were 
repulsed by a garrison of colored freemen from 
Havana.
